Athens, Feb. 22. — A great indignation 

meotirii,' was lield here to-day to protest 
ii{,'ainst the bombardnient yesterdiiy by 
waraliipa of tin; powers of the iiiaurgunt 
camp near Ciuioii. Shouts were riiisud 
for war and tho apeakera veheiiieutly 
declared ttiafi the country was now fully 
determined to sacrifice its blood and 
treasure in the aid of Crete. Premier 
Delyannis addressed the throng from the 
terrace in front of the ministry of fi- 
nance, and declared that the cabinet was 
in perfect accord with the nation, which 
miKht be assured that the government 
will do its duty. It is reported that the 
minister for war has resigned, while 
tuo iiiiiiialer for foreign all'iiirs has 
called at the foreiRii embassies and 
lodged protests against the bombard- 
ment of tho insurgents' camp by the 
fofeign warships. 

The JCngliali men-of-war opened the 
bombanliiicnt 1111(1 tlie others followeil. 
The Kaiserine Augusta fired Melinite, 
eiielle. The commander of the Greek 
man-of-war cleared for action in case 
th.'it necessity should arise. Some atiells 
fell in'the town of Oanea, raising clouds 
of dust. It'is rumored that several per- 
sons ■were killed, but when the firing 
ceased the <'!rcek flag was still flying over 
the insui-geiit ramp. 

Later itifoniiation indicates that no 
insurgents were killed by the cannonade, 
the damage done Deing purely material. 
Tho French ami Italian shiiisdul not lire 
because the Greek Hag was lowered be- 
fore their turn came. 



The insurgents could not be allowed to 
place guns, he added, where they com- 
manded a town which was occupied by 
foreigh marines. He protested against 
Sir William Vernon Ilarcourt's inter- 
pretation of the bombarding as being in- 
tended to repress a people fighting for 
freedom. Mr. Goschen said that the 
government had done its best to hold an 
even scale between Christians and Mus- 
eulrauns. ' 

Tho vote was then taken with the re- 
jection of the resolution on a vote of 248 
to i;i.5.

STIlONi; LANGUAGE USKD. 

British Liberals Join in Protest Against the 
Bombardment— An Exceptionally 
Delicate Crisis. 

, iJp.NDOif, Feb. 22.— Parliamentary sec- 
retary for the foreign ofl5ce, Mr. Ourzon, 
answering a question in tho House of 
Commons to-dny, said the presence of 
Greek troops in the Island of Crete has 
so far appeared to ba'w -added to the dis- 
order. The powers, be continued, did 
not intend to delegate to the Greek 
forces the daty of keeping order in the 
interior of the island. Mr. Curzon tle- 
nied tliai; a warship .had attacked the 
Greeks, insisting, however, that the for- 
eign lleots had no choice but to prevent 
by force the continued advance of the 
insurgents'oii Canea. 

The statement waa greeted with oppo- 
sition cries of " shame," mingled with 
cheera from the miniaterial beuclies. 

Mr. Henry l.,abouchere moved the ad- 
journment of the house in order to call 
attention to the liring upon Greek forces 
by British warships, and all the mem- 
bers of the opposition jireeent rose in 
support of the motion. The question 
was not, he said, a party one but a 
national one, "and," he added, "the 
Liberals will do their utmost to prevent 
further action in behalf of that miser- 
able cur, that foul blot upon civilization, 
the Sultan ol Turkey. 

The speaker pointed out that the 
rules of the house required the uee of 
more respectful hiiiguugc lowaiils a for- 
eign Boveruigii, whcruiipoii Mr. L;ibou- 
chero apologi/eil, expliuiiing tliat lie 
was carried away by llu; Hlaleiueula of 
Mr, GhulBtiino ami othere. 

Mr. .lohii iJillun, chairiiiaii of thelrlsli 
jiarliamentary iiarty, Bccoiuled the mo- 
tion to adjourn the house in order to call 
attention to the liring on Greek forces by 
British warahips, and in doing so, said 
that the house had been too long silent, 
and as a result. Her Majesty's ships had 
committed an outrage in firing on a peo- 
ple who, after centuries of oppression, 
were risking their lives for freedom. 

Right Hon. A. .1. Balfour, first lord of 
the treaaury and government leader, 
dwelt upon the didiculty and danger of 
tho prcKeiit crisie. The iiowera, lie ox- 
plained, v.crf ahaohitely umiiiiiiiouH in 
agreeing that thoy should do everything 
to avert war. The fears arising from the 
situation, Mr. Balfour continued, were 
shared by all responsible statesmen 
throughout tho length and breadth of 
lOurope. He added, 

•' Will anyone maintain that after tho 
jiowers had occupied the towns of Crete 
they were to fold their arms and sail 
away? 1 do not desire to conceal any- 
thing; but {egarding the future the gov- 
ernment is absolutely bound by ceruiin 
conditions of international communica- 
tion." 

Sir William Vernon Harcourt, tho 
Liberal leader, who was loudly cheered 
by tho opposition, aaid that the time 
had come when tlio_ voice of England 
ought to bo hoard! Continuing Sir 
William asked: "What is tho inter- 
pretation of ]inglftnd's position 'i" Why 
are we in Crete? What are wo doing 
there? The only policy worthy of the 
government of England is to detach 
Crete from Turkish rule. Public opinion 
is shocked at England appearing as tho 
active opponent of the Creeks. The 
bombardment has placed England in a 
false position in the eyes of the world. 
I protest, until Crete is emancipated, 
againat Groat Britain taking, arms 
agitinat a people fighting for freedom. 

Several prominent Liberal followed, 
supporting Mr. Liibouchero's montion 
and dwelling on " tho stain on the 
British Hag," because of the liring. Tho 
first Ijord of tho admiralty, lit. Hon. 
George J. Goschen, on the other hand, 
maintained that the bombardment was 
to be regretted, but it was a necessity. 



ANARCHY ON THE INCREASE. 

Latest Report ol the Admirals " as To the 
Situation In Crete— The Other Ver- 
sion of the Bombardment. 

Pauls, Feb. 22.— An oflicial dispatch 
received here to-day from Admiral Pot- 
tier, the commander of the Frencli 

squadron c!i' Canea, island of Crete, 
states that the admirala liave informed 
their rebpeetive goveriinienta tlnit 
anarchy continues to increase in Crete, 
ami that they cannot any longer be an- 
swerable for avoidance of conllicts unless 
they are authorized to prevent the land- 
ing of all munitions and the powers ob- 
tain the recoil of the Greek troops and 
wai'ships. The.admiral adds that dur- 
ing Sunday, in spite of the repeated pro- 
tests of the (Commanders of the foreign 
fleets, the insurgent outposts continued 
to advance and engaged in n fuailade 
with the Turkish outposts before Canea. 

After consultation the Britieh, Aus- 
trian, German and Russian shiiia opened 
lire, and only censed when the Greek 
flag was lowered. 

A dispatch received here this evening 
from Athens saya that Greece has de- 
clared that if the bombardment of the 
insurgent positions in the island of Crete 
is repeated she will break oil' di]doiiiatic 
relations with the powers. On tho other 
hanii it is stated that Asain Bey, the 
Turkish minister at Athens, threatens 
that Turkey will break ofi" her relations 
unless the Greek troops are' withdrawn 
from Crete. 

The Greek cruiser Psara completed her 
outfitting at Toulon and Bailed thence to- 
day for tlio Piru'us. 

In the chamber of deputies to-day M. 
Denyscochin (Rightist) questioned the 
government on the Cretan question. He 
said that the return of the island to 
Turkish rule was now impossible. 

JL iMilloraiul (Socialist) supported !M. 
Donyseochin's remarks; lie said that all 
the iiowers were acting from disinterest- 
ed motives, and France'a care should bo 
the honor and intereats of France. His 
atatement was greeted with cheera from 
the Left. 

M. Hanotaux, minister of foreign 
affairs, replying to M. Denyscochin, who 
also criticised the government's Arme- 
nian policy, said that Europe bad the 
choice of rorcible or pacific measures, 
and she chose the latter. Therefore 
France would not herself intervene for- 
cibly. One power, he added, had actu- 
ally proposed forcing the passage of tho 
straits of the Dardanelles and seizing the 
Sultan in his palace; but Europe had 
not consented to this. England, he con- 
tinued, then came back to France's pro- 
jiosal for a conference of the ambasea- 
dora at Constantinople, with the view to 
reorganize and not destroy the Turkish 
empire. This proposition, M. Hanotaux 
further stated, as already known, was 
accepted. 

THE BATTLE AT 70DK0LIES. 

Young Soldiers of Greece Win Praise by 
Their Bravery, But Require To Be 
Disciplined. 

LoKDON, Feb. 22.— A dispatch to tho 
Chronicle from Athena aaya: "When 
Fort Voukoliea fell Col. Vassos learned 
that the Turkish garrison from Canea 
was advancing to succor the defeated 
Turks. He disjiatched a body of insur- 
gents to meet thoni and speedily fol- 
lowed himself with his -troops. In the 
])lain of Livndia 1,600 Turks and 2,eoo 
Turkish-Cretans with three guns were 
engaged in a battle with the Cretan in- 
surgents. The Greek troops deployed, 
and after ninety minutes' fighting swept 
the plain, forcing the Turks to take re- 
ftigo in fiinea. Col. Vassos burned the 
fortiiied h:u-rackH at Livadia and the 
Aglii bliH'l; house. 

"TheGreek« lost four eub-lieutenants 
killed and twenty ollicers and men 
wounded. Tiie Turkish losses are un- 
known. In obedience ' to the order of 
the King of Greece, Col. Vassos recalled 
his troops to Platonica." 

Describing the fight the Canea corres- 
pondent of the Daily News says : 

"The Cretans suffered heavily by 
their own fault. They disobeyed the 
order to withhold their musketry lire 
until the work of the artillery had been 
completed. They wasted 50,000 car- 
tridges and lost thirty men in maintain- 
ing a furious and foolish lire, advancing 
to within 100 yards of tlie redoubts, 
while the Turks lired n])londidly, wast- 
ing but few bullets. Tho Urelans were 
obliged to aeiid to Platonica for more 
ammunition, which arrived on Thursday 
night, with four guns. Tho Cretans at 
this time surroundingthe fort disobeyed 
orders and disjiereed in search of food, 
the Turks profiting by the position evac- 
uated by the Cretans. 

" On Friday morning, when the guns 
had been placed in position, and thoy 
were about to resume the bombarding, 
the troops were surprised to see the Cre- 
tans plant their Hag upon the deserted 
fort. Thirty-two dead Turks were 
found inside the fortifications, 
which were blown up by dyn- 
amite. The Greek troops wore all 
young men who had never before been 
under fire, and thoy displayed coolness, 
courage and entliuaiaain. The Greeks 
took ten Turkish soldiers prisoners." 

A Greek merchant steamer was cap- 
tured this morning and towed into the 
harbor at Canea., The German man-of- 
war Kuisere in Augusta haa arrived and 
lauded thirty men, who have now joined 
in the occupation of tlnit town. Two 
Iluaaian terpedo boats are at anchor in 
Canea harbor."

Tariff Revieiou Produces Cabinet 
Disseution— No Dismissal 
for Partizansbip, 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, Feb. 2l'.— The trade and nav- 
igation returns, out to-day, aggregate 
the Canadian trade of last year at 2;-39 
milliona — the best in tho history of the 
Dominion, being 14;^ milliona over '95. 
Exports to Newfoundland fell oflT half a 
million and to the West Indies $900,000, 
but they increased to South America by 
$193,000, while slight increases are re- 
ported in the exports to China, Japan 
and Australifl. Britain is our beat cus- 
tomer, exports there being valued at 68 
millions and those to the States at 44 
millions. 

It is reported that Hcin. Mr. Borden 
may resign his portfolio any day, the 
state of his health being such as to com- 
pel him to retire. I). C. Eraser, now- 
here, is likely to succeed him. 

Rumor has it that the cabinet is split 
in twain over the question of tariff "re- 
vision. Some of the ministers con- 
tending that ill the present state of the 
revenue it would be folly to make sweep- 
ing re(,luctioiia, while others insist that 
tho party platform uiuat be carried out, 
and a revenue t'iriff adopted. 

The Dominion executive board of rail- 
way employes to-day met tho Premier 
and the Miniaterof Railwayaand Canals. 
The question of dismiesals on the inter- 
colonial railway waa discuaeed and Hon. 
Mr. Blair promised that no diainissals 
for alleged political partisanship, 
where the party dismissed con- 
Bidered it to be unfair, should 
be forced until Mr. Bedard,to whom the 
railway oidera are favorably disposed, 
had made an inveatigation. He also 
DiomiBcd that no intiuiry should extend 
beyond the time just before the last gen- 
eral election. The railway men were 
well satisfied with the result of their in- 
terview. 

Mayor Bingham startled, if not 
amused, the city to-day by issuing in- 
vitations to six hundred city ladies to > 
lunch with him next Thursday. No gen- 
tlemen will be admitted.

BENIN CITY TAKEN. 

British Troops Occupy the Falahs' City and 
and Destroy tiie Crucifixion Trees. 

i>oNi)ov, Feb. 22. — A despatch from 
Brnas, on the West Coast of Africa 
gives details relative to the cap- 
ture on February, 18 of Be- 
nin City by the British na- 
val expedition against the JCniir of 
Nupe. There waa an eight bourn' run- 
ning fight and a stubborn resistance on 
the part of the Fulahs. Four whites, 
including Dr. Fyfe, were killed and six- 
teen wounded. 

The expedition found Benin Citv 
reeking with human blood, many human 
beings having been sacrificed and cruci- 
fied by the fiilalis. The troops deatioyed 
the crucifixion treeejand tho juju houtes. 



THE KING WILL TAKE COMMAND. 

George of Greece Sails for Crete to Take 
Clinrge of His Forces— Fired on 
the Wliite Flag. 

JjO.sdon, Feb. 23. — A dispatch to the 
Chronicle from Athens says : " It is be- 
lieved that it haa been decided to call 

out three more classes of reserves. It is 
iiii|)0Baible for the King of Greece (o 
drawback — if he should do so there 
would be neither crown nor government 
within twenty-four hours." 

The Jtaliad, English and Ruasiau con- 
suls have returned to Canea from Seli- 
1108, accompanied by 170 Mussulman 
fugitivea. They were unable to hold 
conferences with the chiefs of the bellig- 
erents, who are conducting a war of ex- 
termination. Both sides have mutually 
massacred prisoners. Two thousand 
civilians and two thousanil live hundred 
Turkish Boldiers are resisting the ad- 
vance of the insurgents with three can- 
non. The ))osition is extremely critical. 
The conuuls proceeded to Cadano by 
ahiji, they wore lired on in sjiito of the 
white flag of truce being carried. 

Atiikns, ]''eb. 23.— The Greek ship 
ThesBolia has returned to Wilos, having 
failed to land the arma or provisioua 
anywhere on tho Cretan coast, owing to 
the foreign warships. Prim^. Minister 
Delyanpis.m.tbe legislative chamber de- 
nied all reports of the landing of Turkish 
troops on the island ol Crete.

Zel- 
ley is doing as well as can be expected 
after the very severe bodily and mental 
strain that she has suflered and the in- 
juries that she has sustained. She is still, 
nowever, in a very serious and critical 
condition. The two children that were 
injured are recovering quite rapidly and 
in a few weeks will again be able to join 
there father at the home. The loss of 
his house and property, of his little boy, 
and the sad aflliction which has come 
upon his wife and daughter have been a 
very great trial for Mr. Zelley, and left 
him in a very unfortunate condition by 
the severe loss that he has Bustaiueu. 
The hard times had been very severely 
felt before his great calamity, and now 
he is left in a financial condition in 
which the citizens of this city should 
feel a deep sympathy. 

ROSSLAND. 
[From the Rossland Reviow-l 

Surface work on the Silver hell the 
other day disclosed some remarkably 
tine tialena. Several hundred pounds of 
the ore was brought into the camp and 
is being exhibited at Jthe company's 
office, wiiere it attracts much attention. 
It is oi very eigh grade and carries high 
values in silver, with a good percent uu'e 
of lead and some copper. There is about 
three feet o^fpre showing on the surface. 

It is reported that u two-foot vein has 
been struck in the shaft of -the Annie E., 
a claim on Deer Park mountaiu.

The new shaft on-^ the Ilomestnke is 
now down 100 feet, with no sign of 
either wall. At 120 feet a crosscut will 
be driven each way. 



THE VICTOEUN HOME HELPEllS. 

Further Particulars of Hie Philanthropic 
Project for the Commemoration of 
the Diamond Jubilee. 

A special meeting of the Woman's 
Council waH held yesterday afternoon at 
the city hall, at which, among other 
thinps, a communication from Lady 
Aberdeen, outlining the proposed " Vic- 
torian Order of llomc Helpers," was 
read and discuBse<l. 

This scheme, which is to commemor- 
ate the Diamond Jubileeof Her Mujesty, 
includes a plan which would bring nurs- 
ing aid within the reach of the settlers 
in those outlyin<: districts which are to 
be found in all the provinces. The need 
of proper nursing, it is well known, is 
the direct cause of untold misery iu 
many of the homes of uritisb Columbia's 
settlers, and not only is it proposed that 
the attention shall be given to the 
women, but the care of the men will 
also come within the scope of this 
benevolent scheme. 

. This will be a particular boon to min- 
ing sections, where many a stalwart 
young fellow has been rendered a crip- 
ple or invalid for life through lack of a 
little proper care at a critical time. 
Trained nurses would 1)4 out of the(iues- 
tion ; therefore the Victorian Order of 
Home Helpers has been proposed as a 
Bubstilute. 

Candidates will have to pass an ex- 
amination aa to fitness, this examination 
having an especial bearing on a practical 
knowledge of midwifery; first aid to the 
injured and simple nursing ; and a gen- 
eral knowledge of housekeeping, sanita- 
tion and ability to prepare suitable meals 
for invalids. A badge and uniform will 
be provided. Districts wishing to secure 
the services of a Home Helper would be 
required to raise a sum towards, her 
maintenance, which would be paid to 
the central committee, who would fix 
the charge, or suitable board and lodg- 
ing and means of conveyance could be 
substituted for a cash payment. 

Provision is also made for the care of 
families unable to pay anything, so that 
the services of the nuree might be had 
free of charge. Proper care would be 
taken bo that the working of the scheme 
would not interfere with the profesaional 
flervicea of either doctors oritrajned 
nurses. All arrangements would- be 
made so that it would bo an honorjtu be- 
long to the order and the memberB re- 
garded as public aervants.

Ni;w VouK, I''eb. 22. — Once again the 
more hysterical of the papers of the Uni- 
ted States are clamorous for war, recent 
developments in the Cuban situation 
having greatly increased the delicacy of 
the relationship between the govern 
merit ui ihia republic and that of Spain, 
The ci r I I mstances surrounding the death 
of Dr. I. cardo Ruiz furnish tlio explan 
alion (ii ibeaugmented interest in Cuba's 
all'airK, a{id even the more conservative 
journal? of thia city and. the national 
capital i< re agreed that a full and imme- 
diate explanation in connection ■with 
Ruiz'f d.-ath is due to this government 
from tli.it; of Spain. In connection with 
the case A'hicli has so intensified public 
feeling; in this country, a World special 
from Havana, via Key West, says: 

" Dr. liicardo Ruiz, a naturalized 
American citizen, arrested on suspicion 
by the Snaniaids a week a<,'o, was found 
dead in his cell at Cuanabacon jail last 
Thursday. Tlie body bore marks of vio,- 
lence, but Jailer li'ondeviela said he died 
by suicide. 

" Consul-General Lee souclit the privi- 
lege of viewinf; the body and asked for a 
full qiatement of the circumstances of 
his death. The Spanish at first ignored 
both requests. General Lee telegraphed 
to Waaninglon, but no reply was re- 
ceived. On Friday Consul-General Lee 
imperatively demanded that the body of 
Dr. Ruiz be turned over to him and an 
autopsy made by two physicians, one of 
whom "should be designated by General 
Lee. Marquis Abiimada, acting as caj)- 
tain general iu place of General W'eyler. 
who is in the lield, issued the necessary 
orders, but so long was the delay that, 
although Cuanabacoa is less than three 
miles from Havana, General Lee was not 
admitted to the prison until Friday after- 
noon, thirty hours after Dr. liuiz's death, 
and barely in time to stop the burial of 
the American physician in a plain pine 
coinn by a squad of negro Spanish ser- 
vants. 

" When the. coflin was opened it was 
found that Dr. Ruiz's face bad been 
so battered with blows and so cut 
with woundB~as to "Be alnaoBt unrecog- 
nizable. The other prisoners aaid that 
piercing cries were beard from his 
cell on the night of his death. General 
Lee could reach no other conclusion 
than that Dr. Ruiz had been murdered. 
He immediately ordered an autopsy to 
be made, the result of whicli will not be 
known until to-day. He cabled the re- 
sults of bis investigation to the state de- 
partment, but again no response came. 

" In the meantime Scott, another 
American, has been kept 11 days in soli- 
tary confinement at Regla, just across 
the bay at Havana. General Lee has 
been refused permission to even aee him. 
This is a plain violation of the treaty of 
rights. It ia feared hCj too, has been 
slain. 

" Dr. Ruiz was a naturalized American 
citizen, who studied and practised den- 
tistry in Philadelphia for some time and 
returned to Cuba about the beginning of 
the preaentinsurrection." 

Tin: MAN IS Fon wmi. 

KuFF.vi.o, Feb. 22. — The record has 
this special from Washington : "Senator 
Sherman, commenting on the death of 
Dr. RIcardo Ruiz, said : ' The only way 
to put an end to the atrocities is ,to de- 
clare war on Spain. I know not wtiat 
course Secretary Olney inay pursue, but 
this is no longer a question of belliger- 
ency but one of the foul murder of an 
American minister held as a BUB|>eet. 
Wo have already recognized Cuba's 
belligerency by an act of con- 
gress passed last aenaion, but we 
have not rei;ognize<l her independ- 
ence. We have a right to interfere if 
eilher Spain orCuba fails to carry out 
civili/.cd warfare, though the death of 
Ruiz ia i|uito another matter. I sup- 
pose Secretary Olney, having requested 
an investigation, that if that investiga- 
tion shows that an American has been 
murdered, Spain will be asked to make 
reparation. If she refuses to do so the 
United States ought to force her by de- 
claring war. Wo cannot afTord to stand 
idly by and permit the Spaniards to 
butcher Americans as they please. We 
are bound to jirotect our citizens. 1 
think the Americana in Cuba can be pro- 
tected, even if we have to resort to 
arms.' "

TWO JUBILEE SUGGESTIONS. 

yVe suggest it aa fitting that Canada 
should mark the diamond jubilee of Her 
Most Gracious Majesty by an address 
from parliament, praying that the name 
of Canada may appear in the title of the 
Sovereign and that a sprig of maple 
may appear on the imperial arms. Such 
a recjucst would be in some respects very 
timely. Sluch has been said and writ- 
ten in recent years in regard to British 
interests and British rights upon this 
continent, and from the very nature of 
the case Canada baa been forced to re- 
main silent. There was no way in which 
the people of the Dominion couIJ make 
aa cfi. phatic protest against the oft-made 
assertion that Canada is boneycombod 
with disloyalty to the British Crown, or 
could give a dignified answer to those 
who prof-iBH to see already the dawn of 
the day that shall witness the with- 
drawal of the British flag from America. 
It seems Id that such an ojjportunity 
is now at liami, ,in(l it will be a splendid 
demonstration of the true attitude of 
Canadians towards the Empire if Mr. 
Laiirior, when he goes to London in 
June next, shall hear with him the peti- 
tion of the jieople of Canada through 
their repreaentatives in parliament as- 
sembled, asking for the tipecial recogni- 
tion of this Dominion in the manner 
suggested. Hestriding a continent, this 
Young Giant of the North reaches out one 
hand to the Mother Land and the other 
to her noble sister beneath the Southern 
Cross. What though oceans separate 
tliem. The ocean i.^ Britain's empire. 
The pathless wastes of tlie deep may 
separate but can never divide British 
hearts. The waves are links in the 
chain that binds our distant coasts to- 
gether. Canada is the keystone of the 
world-encircling euipire. Hail to \'ic- 
loria, iOmpn'3S. 

The second .'iugucstion is in the luituro 
of aii> object lesson. IL is understood 
that military hotlies will be sent from all 
the principal colonies to take part in the 
jubilee demonstration. AVe suggest tliat 
the troops from Australia, India and 
Hongkong should travel by way of 
Canada. It is litting that on 
their way to the capital of 
the lMiii)ii-e they should demonstrate 
not only the essential unity of the Km- 
pire in sentiment, but its actual unity 
in point of fact. Let troops from India, 
Australia and the Orient be landed oq the 
Pacific Coast of Canada and be carried 
across to Halifax and not only the world 
at large, but British subjects every- 
where will he awakened to a new idea 
of what the Jjritish JCmpiro means 
^Vllen JJisraeli sent the Indian troops to 
Cyprus, Europe was taught a lesson that 
has not since been forgotten. It woilld 
not be amiss to give another demonstra- 
tion of a similar character. Detach- 
ments of native soldiers from trans- 
pacific countries, escorted at tho begin- 
ning of their journey by the Asiatic 
equadron, met oil' this Coast by the 
Korth Pacific equadron, welcomed in the 
Strait by the guns at Esquimalt, landed 
at Victoria long enough for a review with 
the garrison and local militia, taken 
lienco to Vancouver, thence across the 
Continent to Montreal, thence to Que- 
bec, where coremonieH suitable to their 
visit to that fortress could take i)lftce, 
tlieiico over the Intercolonial to Halifax, 
finother great stronghold, and escorted 
to sea by tho North Atlantic squadron, 
would be a demonstration of imperial 
rower such as no other nation, past or 
jjix'sent, conlil so much as attempt. All 
(hat is n('ce;-Kury 

ifl for the order to he given. lOvei-y tliiii'.r 
<;an be got in readiness on short notict!. 
The moral ell'ect of such an event would 
Ix! inestimable. . - 



only aaid enougli yesterday to make 
every one wish that it had been within 
the rules of the house for him to ha-ve 
said more. The subjeet is one of con- 
siderable difficulty and there appears to 
be a disposition on both sides ot the 
house to assist in framingfa measure 
which will meet tuo exigencies of the 
case. What few remarks the Premier 
made show that tho government is 
desirous of receiving suggestions from 
those who have given the subject con- 
sideration from a practical standpoint. 
A view, which meets much favor, is that 
no eompauy should receive an indefeas- 
ible title to water privileges or fran- 
chises more extensive tlian it is able to 
UHC, when granted, in such a manner 
that the public interests will be served, 
such rights to be given under a general 
law and under government supervision. 

No legialation regarding the supply of 
water, liglit or power to towns will be 
adequate unless provision is made for 
mn nicipalowner3hip,orrea8onahle terms 
whenever the municipality shall desire 
to acquire it. At the outset it will be 
undoubtedly necessary to permit private 
enterprise to put in water, light and 
power plants; but private ownership 
should be upon condition tliat nuinici- 
pal ownership may be substituted at 
any time, of coiirsi;, on payment of a 
proper sum for the plant, but tho water 
franchise should in such an event not be 
regarded as an asset ot the company. In 
other words, all the company ought to 
have is the user of tho water, this user to 
become forfeit to the Crown the instant 
it is not employed for the purpoao 
for which it was granted and to pass, 
without any monetary consideration be- 
ing paid, to any municipality, which 
shall determine upon owning and operat- 
ing a water, light and power system 
from the aame source of supply on the 
company being recouped the cost of its 
■plant. We lay stress upon this point, 
for the history of municipalities is fuUof 
instances where franchises have been 
given to companies for nothing only to 
be purchased back again at an enormous 
cost. British Columbia ought to begin 
right. 

PROF. CROOK ES OX VIBRATION. 

When we say that a man is " no great 
shakes," it is generally understood that 

our opinion of him is not particul«rly 
oxalteil. Professor Crookes, who ir- up- 
to-date in all matters, has Ijeen telling a 
London audience lately some things 
to indicate that tho slang of the streets 
has simply anticipated the discoveries of 
scieiua. In the first place, lie made the 
new departure of saying that psychical 
phenomena are worthy of serious atten- 
tion, a statement so radically unlike 
what we have Ijeen accustomed to liear 
from men wlio use the test tube, the 
balance and the microscope, that the 
London Times thought it worth a lead 
ing editorial. Bat he did not stoj) at 
this point. He went further, and inti- 
mated the line along which investiga- 
tion should go, even suggestin'^ tho 
point at which discoveries are likely to 
be made. Here is where the shakes 
come in. 

Profeaaor Crookea takes a pendulum 
for hia .illustration, and aupposes its 
vibrations to begin at the rate of two a 
second, and to be increased in geometri- 
cil progression at the ratio of two. At 
the fifth step, that is when the vibra- 
tions have reached 32 to the second, 
soiuid begins, and it continues growing 
higher in tone until the irith 
step is reached when sound ceases, 
or at least becomes inaudible, 
and electrical phenomena begin. These, 
he tliinks, cease at the 30th step. What 
is developed in the steps between the 
.SOth and -irith is absolutely unknown. 
-•Vbove the lulli light begiiie. and aome- 
whero about the ()t)th stisp I'rof. Croi.)kcH 
suggests that the Koeutgen r.iy is ()ro- 
duced. Furtlier than that he is not pre- 
pared with suggestions. Without pro- 
fessing to bave definitely settled the 
matter, he estimates that the phenom- 
ena called psychical are developed from 
tho vibration of matter at soiih) one of 
the steps between tne .'{Otb and -lotli. 

We have read something of tliia kind 
before, but this is possibly the first time 
that a very diatinguiahed man of fu;ieiu;e 
has lent his name to such a suggestion. 
In a very remarkable book, published 
about thirty years ago and called The 
Unseen Universe, there was an attempt 
to demonstrate that the only did'orenco 
between the seen and the unseen was in 
the rapidity of the movement of the par- 
ticles of matter, and to prove that ulti- 
mately the Seen would become the Un- 
seen. This book baa been much quot- 
ed byorthodox writers on religioaa sub- 
jects. If we remember aright. Professor 
Drummond makes very frequent refer- 
ence to il. Tlie theory is singularly in 
harmony with the hypothesis of vibra- 
tion, wliich Professor Crookes has now 
thrust into the very forefront of public 
attention. In bo doing he takes his 
stand upon the unappreciated immensity 
of human ignorance. Ho supposes tho 
existence of a man with such infinitely 
.small [jroportions and intolllgeiico that 
nahle it to bo (1 jue ! bis range of vision and observation 
would he confined to a cabbage leaf, and 
K-nv'gcsts that the inability of Huch a 
creature to appreciate tho Universe aa 
we understand it, and modern civilisa- 



lOOth step give to a creature capable of 
appreciating it. Certainly the wildest 
freaks of romance, tho wierdest story in 
fairy lore are commonplace beside the 
vista of possibilities which Professor 
Crookes suggests. 



Tliic Nanaimo Mail says : " Mr. Kbert's 
Master and Servant Act was up for dis- 
cussion. The Coi!o.NisT with its custom- 
ary sagacity, says the majority, in kill- 
ing the clause relating to outside con- 
tracts being valid in British Columbia, 
were in the wrong.

Ixin icinti.NG to a complaint made 
Victoria that the bank charge of ,")0 cents 
a month, when a current account shows 
an average balance of less than ^200, is 
excessive, the London Financial News 
says: "To anyone with an account at 
one of the I.,ondon joint-stock banks tho 
charge would seem very moderate, for 
thoeiistiim at most of our banks is to 
charge two guineas a year when the av- 
erage balance is below £100. In British 
Columbia the minimum is fixed at only 
£ 10, and a charge of 24b. per annum for 
keeping a current account with an aver- 
age balance of less than £40 does not, to 
our ideas, appear at all excessive."

court will presume to ask whether or not 
the rules of the house have been com- 
plied with in regar l to any bill. Tho 
house is and must of necessity be the 
final judge of such matters. It ia worth 
mentioning, however, that the Supreme 
Court of the State of Washington has 
held otherwise in regard to laws passed 
by the legislature of that State. 

IStr. Speaker was right in his ruling on 
Mr, Booth's motion in regard to report 
of the private bills committee. The 
exact facts of tho case were ' that 
Mr. Booth had asked unanimous 
consideration for the report and it was 
granted, but before an entry was mailo 
in the journal the Premier asked if the 
report had been acted on and, on being 
told that it was, said he had not so un- 
tletstood tho matter, wbereuiwn Mr. 
Speaker said tluit it was not too 
late to withdraw it, and he exi)resaly 
stated that the unanimous consent to tho 
suspension of the rule would be consid- 
ered as withdrawn.. Now the unani- 
luous consent of tho house having been 
withdrawn because it had been granted 
through inadvertence there was nothing 
before the house, and Mr. Speaker was 
clearly right in holding that a debate 
was not in order. 

Tho subject involved in Beport S 
that of water riuhts, is of immense im 
monte imiiortance. Mr. Cotton waa 
(luite ewrrect in delining the [uinciple 
that ought to govern ilie house in deal- 
witli this (luestion; but where the 
difliculty comes in is in the application 
of the principle to the teveral ipieations 
arising from time to time. 

The " mortgage tax " seems to have 
no very warm friends on either side of 
the house. The opposition and the pri- 
vate members on the government side 
have an advantage in discusainp it. 
Th ey can deal in "glittering generalities ;" 
but the government members have to 
face the liard question of how to get the 
revenue which the province must have 
to meet its expenses. No one supposes 
that the individual membera of the gov- 
ernment are any more regardless of the 
welfare of mortgagors than any one else; 
but they have necessarily to ap- 
pear at a disadvantage in comparison 
with the rest of the house in expressing 
sympathy with tho distressed taxpayer. 
After all the Premier got down to the 
hard facts of the case when he aaid that 
all taxes are paid by "the last man," 
that is the ricli man pushes their pay- 
ment on the man of less means and he 
to the next and so on until it comes to 
the man who earns his living by the 
sweat of his brow, who must pay them 
because iie cannot shove them on to 
someone else. 

The government policy of colonization 
is good in theory, and, when it has had 
time to produce its expected results, will 
be found good in practice. 

Everyone was glad to see Mr, Kitchen 
in hia place in the house, and although 
he does not look as strong as his friends 
could wish, it is good to see him able to 
take part in the discussions and give his 
valuable aid in the perfecting of legisla- 
tion.

have been such potent hietors in maintiiin- 
ing the integrity ;ind grandeur of your iOni- 
pire. 

" Wfi have viewed witli jirofonnd 
satisfaction the elforts which have 
been made to consolidate the material and 
political interests of your Em|)ire, and to 
more closely unite tbe irnporlant parts of 
which it iii composed, anil we trust to see 
realized in the near future the anticipations 
of many of your illustrious statesmen ami 
of the greater number of your lovihg sub- 
jects 

"We pray again that tlie Ahiiightvin 
His Providence will spare Vour .Majestv 
long to reign over us, and liUss "^'iiu'r 
Jfajesty witli continued health and liai)pi- 
iiess." 

The l^remier aaid " In rising to move 
the adoption of tbe address prepared by 
the select committee of the bouse in 
commemoration of Her Majesty's long 
reign, and which is in accord with the 
sentiments Vr'hich have been or will be 
expre.4Bed, I am safe in saying, by every 
parliamentary aBBcmbly, large or einall, 
throu|,'hout the wide extent of the British 
lOmpiruI I feel that Providence has an- 
B\yered in a very special way the prayer 
ot that song we have eo often sung and 
which is a tradition of every loyal gath- 
ering of her subjects: "Happy and 
glorious, long to reign over us, God save 
the tiueen." I am performing a para- 
mount duty as leader of this government 
in asking this aaaembly to join with all 
other assemblies in Canada in present- 
ing itH congratulations to Her Gracious 
Majesty not only because she has reigned 
the longest of any sovereign of Great 
Biitain, but because her, sovereignty 
has been the noblest, tile most notable 
and the most productive of benelicent 
reanlta of any-rl will not say of the 
British Empire—but in the history of 
the world. This is a remarkable claim 
to put forward on behalf of (Jueen Vic- 
toria, but one which no impartial student 
of history will dispute. She lias been 
the greatest queen of a great people in 
the greatest ago of the world. Of her it 
may well he aaid aho is loved by all, 
honored by all, and feared by none. 

" Although dui ing her sixty years of „ ^ ^^^^^^ 

rule there have been witnease'd some of applications nrade aUhelijrMeirt'^es^^^ 
the greatest and cruellest of wars, the for water privileges and of the impor- 
tance of the : subject, the committee 
would reapectfnlly recommend that the 
government ehouM introduce legislation 
dealing with the question of the ap])ro- 
priation and utilization of water." 

Mr. Booth, in moving the adoption of 
this report, said that several coinpaniua 
were applying for the eamo water pow- 
ers, and the reason of the report was 
that some rule might be fixed in regard 
to theae water rights. 

The Premier wa.s of oninion that it 
might bo well to refer ;nich' an important 
(juestiontoa special committee to dis- 
cuss the pros arid cons. It was loo iui 



oldest pioneers, and yet'iOneon • Victoria 
had then reigned tweiity years. The 
whole coadtiy west of tne .MiBSisaippi 
river and that west dl, the Qreat Lakes 
containing a population of between ten 
and ^fteea millions of people, has been 
settled and developed since her ascension 
to the throne. 

" I am getting to be an old man my- 
self, and among ray first vivid remem- 
brances is the talk amongst school boys 
of the coronation at London, which some 
of their |)arents had made a journey to 
London to catch a glimpse of. About 
that time, too, was opened one of the 
first railways in England, the Manches- 
ter and Liverpool, at wliich, you will re- 
member, Mr. HuskisBon was killed. 

" In Britain the whole political, fin- 
ancial and industrial system has been 
revolutionized since sixty years ago; the 
Peform Law, repeal of the Corn Laws, 
the establishment of Free Trade, the 
Penny Postaee system and other great 
movements have culminated, and Vr'o 
think of srich men as Lord Macaulay, 
Daniel O'Connell, Cobden, Wellington, 
Peel, John Bright, John Stuart Mills, 
Canning, Henry Hallam, Thomas Oar- 
lyle, Lord Lytton, Thackeray, Dickens, 
Wordsworth, Tennyson, Lord Brough- 
am, and hosts of other great names of 
men, all passed away, and who illumine 
the pages of the history of the nineteenth 
century. 

" The a))pliciition of steam for motive 
purposes, wliicli practically originated 
witli this century, has developed to bo a 
tremendous jiower, and liaa given us the 
great eyatema of railways andocean nav- 
igation wo have, and allbrded an impe- 
tua immeaanrahle toiiulustry in a new 
form, in connection with the wonderful 
process ol tools and the utilization of 
\voO», iron and other ninteriala in vari- 
ous ways. I'Mectricity followed, which, 
among its other wonders, has lirought 
the ends of the world into speaking dis- 
tance of each other. We have seen 
great ship canals constructed, phenom- 
enal bridges built, the great Industrial 
and Art Lxbibitions, which I may say 
were originated by tlie Queen and her 
l{oyaI Consort, and commenced with 
thutiairy-like structure in Hyde Park, 
in 1S51, the original and model of most 
that followed, culminnting at Chicago a 
few years since. 

" Such is not lialf the record of this 
great reign. But it is not on account of 
what has been accouipliahed while Her 
Majesty has ruled that we admire her, or 
to-day tender our congratulations. It is 
because of her qualities as a woman, her 
virtues and wisdom as a queen, and the 
loyalty and allegiance we owe to her a 
head of the British Etopire, that we de 
aire to honor and commemorate the at- 
tainment of the sixtieth year of her 
reign. 

" Summing up her reign, I cannot do 
better than quote from her own words, 
speaking in the third person, in a letter 
to Sir William Vernon Harcourt in con 
nection with the demonstration of aym- 
pathy from lier loyal subjects drawn 
forth by an attempt to ahoot Her Majesty 
while leavinc Windsor station on the 
2nd March, 1892. After refering to the 
outburst of loyalty in her behalf, ajniak- 
ing in tlie third person, she says : 

" ' It has ever been her greatest object 
to do all she cm for her subjects and to 
uphold the honor and glory of her dear 
country, as well as to promote the pros- 
perity and happiness of thoae over whom 
she has reigned so long, and these eflbrts 
will be continued unceasingly to the last 
hour of her life.' " (Loud applause.) 

Mr. Semlin, the leader of theopposi 
tion, in cordially aeconding the adoption 
of the address, said he need not recapit- 
ulate the great achievements of Her Ma- 
jesty's reign so ably referred to by the 
Premier. He could only add that he 
hoped that Her Majesty would live to 
see the various parts of the mighty V.m- 
pire over which she reigned drawn closer 
and closer together in bonds of unity, 
and that she might be long spared to 
reign over a iieaceful, happy and con- 
tented people. (Ajiplause.) 

The resolution was then put by the 
Speaker and carried witli much enthu- 
siasm. 

Mr. Booth presented the fifth report 
of the select standing committee on 
private bills and standing orders as fol- 
lows : 

" Your committee beg leave to report 
that the standing orders in connection 
with tbe undermentioned petitions have 
been complied with; No. 21, Petition of 
Warburton Pike ; No. 21.

Peti- 
tion of the Vancouver and Lulu Island 
liailway Co." 
Tfie report was received. 
Mr. Booth presented the sixth report 
of the select standing committee on 
private bills and standing orders as fol- 
lows: That with reference to the petition 
of the Vancouver and Victoria Electric 
Railway and Navigation Co., your com- 
mittee finds that the standing orders 
have not been comiiliiul with \>y reason

To this "Mr.^Bpoth agreed. 

Mr. Cotton, because the matter was eo 
serious, wanted some immediate action 
taken. It was a qtiestion that ba'd been 
before the bouse for some years,' and the 
sooner it was disposed of the better for 
the house and tbe people. ;Theire were 
numerous companies now before the 
house asking for very largo water powers, 
some of them covering areas of couu try 110 
and 40 miles in extent. .He woukl not 
for a moment hinder the introduction of 
capital or hamper enterprise, and would 
like to Bee some leirislation in accord 
with the recommendation of the com- 
mittee. 

IMr. Sjieaker here directed the atten- 
tion oi Mr. Cotton to the fact that lie 
was out ot order, ae the motion to adopt 
tbe report had not been recorded. 

A diECUseiou arose as to whether tliero 
was a motion .before the house or not, 
and finally Mr.Jioolh asked to withdraw 
his motion to suspend the rules, 

The Premier explained that the gov- 
ernment would be able, he thought,; to 
give a decision of some kind next day on 
this important subject. ' The report was 
therefore laid over ; but the rijles were 
suspended in tbe case of three other re- 
ports presented by the committt-e, which 
were iiiloptcd. 

The liouae then went into coniinittftc 
on the meesiige of the Lieut.-Governor 
transmitting the Farmers' lustitiite bill. 
The bill waa reported to the house and 
put down for second reading on Thurs- 
day. The following private billa wore 
introduced : • 

Mr. Helnickon— " Okaiiagan Water- 
power Co : South Kooteiinv WaLerpower 
Co." 

Mr. (iBaham — " Fairview Power, 
Water and Telephone Co." 

Mr. Booth — " West Kootenay Power 
and Light Co." 

Tbe bills were read a first time and 
referred to tbe private bills committee. 

Mr, Walkem moved, seconded by Mr. 
Helmcken, " That in tbe opinion of this 
house a tax upon morteagea is one which 
bears unduly upon diflcreiit members of 
a community." 

The general opinion was, Dr. Walkem 
said, that the ta.v: was unduly oppres- 
sive. If the tax was borne by the per- 
son who lent the money it wouiil be well 
and good, but it was really the mort- 
gate who paid. His idea in moving 
the resolution was to obtain an expres- 
sion of opinion from the house upon the 
abstract principle as to whether mort- 
gage tax waa advisalile or not. 

The Premier remarked that this was a 
question which already had the most 
serious consideration of the government. 
Tlie government were qalte aware that 
the object for which the tax' was intend- 
ed was to a ceitain extent defeated by 
conditions agreed to between borrower 
and lender. But there waa the same 
trouble with some other taxes notably 
ttie real estate ta.\:. There eeemod to be 
only one way and that was doing away 
witir the [ler.sonal property ta.\- alto- 
gether and lie <i ueat.loned i( that -would 
be advisable for then the tax would 
have to be placed on Inuil. If it was 
placed on the land the fanner would 
have to pay from 50 cents to $1.50 a year 
more on !f700 worth of property than at 
present. By the removal of the mort- 
gage tax too the money-lenders would 
be altoj;ether e.tempt from taxation. 
Tlie government had the whole matter 
under most serious conaideration to see 
whether it were possible to get some 
scheme so that the borrower would not 
have to pay the tax. As he would like 
the matter to go over for a short time, 
he moved the adjournment of the de- 
bate, which was agreed to. 

Mr. Kellie moved, seconded by Mr. 
Huinn, for "(1) a return of all correa- 
poudence between the jMinister of Fin- 
ance or any official oi the treasury de 
parinient and the manager of the Van- 
couver World newspaper relative to the 
advertising of tlio provincial tax sale in 
the district of Westminster, and (2) a re- 
turn showing the space occui)ieil in the 
World by the said tax sale in inches ami 
tines, the number of - insertions given 
thereto, and the rate per line for the 
space occupied charged and paid therefor 
by the government, as well as other ser- 
vices rendered in connection wilh the 
aforesaid sale in the Vancouver World 
newspaper and the British Columbia 
(:i:ixette, as well as any correspondence 
wliich may have passed between any 
member of the governinent, tlie (ineeii'a 
printer and the mannger or proprietorof 
the Vancouver World in connection with 
the iirinting and publication of the tax 
sale referred to." 

Dr. Walkem moved in amendiucnt to 
add "also correspondence between any 
official of the treasury and any other por- 
Boii as to advertising in the World." 
Carried. 

Mr Booth introduced a bill " to im- 
pose certain restrictions upon the grunt- 
ing of liquor licenses in rural districts." 

Mr. Irving moved seconded by .Mr. 
Helmcken — That an order of the iioiise 
be granted for a full return of all 
I>aperB anil reports from any person or 
per.soiie, and correspondence between

It was a piece of gross careleaa- 
ness, but the committee iiad thought it 
best as the question waa of great public 
interest, to report as they did to the 
house and allow the house to take sucli 
action aa it might consider best. 

Mr. Srieaker reniarkeifthat the matter 
was a most serionfl .one and he question- 
ed whether it was possible to suspend 
the ruloB. 
The report was received. 
The private billa committee also pre- 
sented another report, which read:

Capt. Irving expressed himself aa not 
in favor of the colonization schemes up- 
the Coast. 

Hon Col, Baker remarked that the 
house was aware that the province inr- 
portcd three qnartera of the food it naed 
and I Ilia would lead jieojilo outaiile to 
have the false iiii |)|;esHion that we had 
very little agricultural land. It waa to 
.settle up the rich areas along the Coast 
that I Ilia colonization- Kclieiiic had been 
eritere(| into, and the Batiafactory results 
at Bella Coola bore out tbe wisdom of 
tbe Eovernment. A few more years 
woald,^ see many flourishing settle- 
ihents^ on the coast of Main- 
land and Island. These settlers 
priDcipally brought in now were Scan- 
dinavians, and there was a* Danish col- 
ony about to establish in the noi th of 
the island. The place to which they 
proposed to go 'is near Cape Scott, and 
they propose to go in for fishing aa weil 
as farming. That was the infornmtion 
he had to give the hon. membor, and he 
bcdievcd that with patience it would bo 
found that it would have tlio remit of 
bringing in a large and dcairable claBs of 
settlers, 

Mr. Semlin held that the land laws to- 
day were not calculated to draw settlers, 
and undue advantages were given to 
these colouieta over other aottlers. 

The Premier thought that Mr. Somlln 
misunderstood the act and Hccmed to 
think that the part • restoring to col- 
onies applied only; to ., the Coast, 
Tuia .was • not. bo, ". for it

apjilied to any part of the province. Of 
course on the Coast transportation by 
water was very much easier and cheaper, 
To Capt. Irving the Promier pointed out 
that settlements along the Coast made 
business for steamships, and he bore 
teatimony to the value of -the Scandina- 
vians as settlers. 

Mr. Kitchen, who appeared for the 
first time in his place in the bouse yes- 
terday, having been ^11 for some time 
past, said that the government were giv- 
ing assistance to the colonies that thoy 
did not grant to individual settlers in 
other parts of the province. 

Mr. Hull" did not object to the govern- 
nient'a policy, but believed that lliO 
acres waa too large a grant to settlers — 
eighty acres waa c|uile enough. 

Mr. Cotton waa of opinion that the 
aettlers snould not he obliged to- pay 
fituni]iage for cordwood, and would like 
to aee the land law amendei" in this re- 
spect. 

Mr. Booth did not believe in having 
immigration agenta inducing people to 
come here, many of whom would be Un- 
able to adapt themselves to the coddi- 
tions of a bnah farpi; < ■> 

Mr. Gsaham agreed with him in 
this. 

Mr. Macpherson took ex;CeptLon to Mr. 

Odium having been paid to attend the 
immigration congress, and to the govern- 
ment having furnished him with magic 
lantern slides for lectures in England. 

Hon. Col. Bader replied that Professor 
Odium was furnished with -Bomo slidea 
to enable him to give lecturea on British 
Columbia in England. The class ol im- 
migration they lioped to attract from 
Great Britain waa mainly composed of 
farmers' sons, the same class of men 
who had helped to settle up Eastern 
Canada. 

Mr. Adams thought that the present 
raining development would result in a 
farming class following without the need 
of immigration agents. 

Mr. Kennedy favored leaving the set- 
tlement of the countiy to those i'nuii- 
granta who would come nnasaisted. 

lion. Mr. Martin, in reference to the 
remarks of Mr. Cotton, said (litit the 
timber of the province waa aa much an 
asset of the province as mineral, and the 
province had a right to make revenue 
out of it. If this provision was not in 
force people would take the opportunity 
of denuding the timber lands without 
tbe province obtaining any benefit from 
them. 

Captain Irving, in closing the debate, 
renewed his objections to the colonies 
placed up tbe coast. 
The motion was carried. 
Mr, Adams moved, seconded by Mr. 
Kogera, for a return of the dues collect- 
ed on cordwood in the diflerent districts 
of the province, sa provided for in the 
Land act of 1896. Carried. 

Mr. Semlin moved, seconded by Mr. 
Cotton, that a select committee, com- 
posed of Meaara. Booth, AValkein, Stod- 
dart, Forater and the mover, bo aiiijointed 
to inquire into the state of the public 
health in the principal centres of popu- 
lation, witli power to call for persons 
and papers anil to report to this house. 

The Premier showed that the health 
board had been working vigorously to- 
wards improving the sanitary and health 
conditions in all parts of the province, 
and a full report on this subject was ex- 
pected to be presented to tbe bouse in a 
very few days. 

Mr. Bootli saw no need of the resolu- 
tion, for the board of health were in a 
far better position to report than any 
committee of the house. 

Dr. Walkem complained that in the 
appointment of a sanitary insjiector the 
government had slighted the families of 
the older reaidenta by appointing a coin- 
paritively newcomer. 

Hon. Mr. Piberts wag satislied that 
the last gentleman knew nothing of 
what ho sjiokc oi. Mr. lOherta proceed- 
ed to point out that the old residents 
were not slighted in appointments made 
by the government. .It had always been 
the object of. the government to make 
fair and just a{>pointments. The Pre- 
mier had not exceeded his duty, but 
when an emergency arose it was the 
duty of the government to act i>romptly, 
luid this waa what they had done in 
carrying out the proviaions of the henUh 
act to appoint an inspector when there 
waa a threatened outbreak of diseaso in 
certain localitiea of the province, He 
hojied when the estimates came down 
that gentlemen on both sides would raise 
both hands in accord -with the action of 
the government in striving to safeguard 
the piiblic health. 

Mr. Ivennedy hoped the resolution 
would pass, for he had heard some ru- 
mors as to the quarantine station at 
William Head, and while that station 
was not in the care of the Province, but 
of the Dominion government, yet he 
supposed it would be within the power 
of the committee to inquire into these 
rumors and see if they were true or not.

His accompanists are 
Mrs. Austin Windlo, a sister, and 
Miss Agn6s Dawson. Considering the 
cause for which this concert is being got 
up. it will.no doubt receive all the sup- 
port of the musicians and of the public. 



In the annual report of tlie i)ublic 
schools of the jjrovince, presented in the 
legislature yesterday by Hon. Col. 
Baker, minister of education, Dr. Pope, 
superintendent of education, notes that 
the act creating the school system came 
into force in 1S72, almost a quarter of a 
century ago. In 1872 there were 25 
schools with an enrollment of 1,028 
pupils, while to-day there are 233 
schools in oi)eration witli 11,400 pupils. 

The expenditure from tho provincial 
treasury for education i)roper from the 
inception of the public school sys- 
tem to the 30th day of June of tho pre- 
sent year was !f2,lJ(),111.52. Tho amount 
expended by the Lands and Works de- 
partment for construction of school- 
houses, furniture, Repairs, etc., was $402,- 
479.54, thus making the total outlay for 
all puriioses of education during this 
period ^2, 548,501.00. 

The pujiils showed an increase of 9/S 
last year over tho previous yvM. The 
teachers number 350, an increase of Si 
over the year before. The schools in op- 
eration latit year numbered -! lui^l'. 
gchoole, 21 graded schools, 5 ward schools 
and 190 common schools. In city dis- 
tricts the average attendance was 72.25 ; 
in rural districts 50.47, and for the 
province 64, a very creditable showing. 

Tlie cost oi Ciich pupil last year was 
.■fl'l. 17, an increase of 15 cents over the 
year before. The expenditure last year 
by the provincial government for all 
purnoses of education was; ilducatioi: 
pi'oper, ^1204,930 ; lands and works de- 
partment, .'f29,404; tolfll, .$2:!1,335. 
Thirty-one assisted schools are being 
maintained, i. e. schools where the 
teacher's salary and a small grant for 
incidental expenses is provided by tlie 
province. In newly created districts, 
there are schools at Anarchist Mountain, 
Ijella Coolu, Pender, Qualicum, Ross- 
land, Spring Brook, South Okanagan, 
Trail and WestBurnaby. TheChemain- 
us school was also re-opened during last 
year. 

In reference to liigh schools it is stated 
that the scholarship demanded for en- 
trance is certainly eijual to if not Ingher 
than that requireil in the other pro- 
vinces. Tlie advisability of giving 
diplomas to pupils on finishing one of 
the prescribed courses of study is now 
under consideration. 

Of graded schools there are at present 
22 in oneration, 14 city and 8 rural. 
' ' The teachers of these schools are, 
generally speaking, thorough in their 
work, and not slow to utilize all the 
good features of new methods advanced 
tjy the best authorities of the day, and 
hence the work accomplished in the 
graded schools is on the whole of a most 
satisfactory character," 

There are 202 common schools in op- 
eration, Tlicre is a large yearly increase 
in these scliools, especially in Vale and 
Ivootenay districts. In East and West 
Kootenay in 1891 there were only four 
school, employing four teachers; now 
there are in those districts 18 schools, 
with 22 teachers. 

The average salaries of teachers in city 
districts in 1895-6 was $62.75 per month, 
and in rural districts $55.24 per month.

AN IMPORTANT DECISION. 

Mr. Justice Drake Hands Down an Important 
and Interesting Ruling in the "Ameri- 
can Boy " Suit. 

.\ case of peculiar and especial interest 
to mining men as well as to all members 
of tho legal profession was decided in the 
Supreme court yesterday, when Mr. 
Justice Drake handed down his judg- 
ment in the action of Kilbourne v'. Mc- 
Guigan — better known as the'" Ameri- 
can Boy " suit. 

The owners of the "American Boy" 
gave notice in the British Columbia 
Gazette of November, 1895, of intended 
application in 00 days for certificate of 
improvements. Notice was in the form 
as provided in the amending act of 1894 
— and stated that adverse idaiuis were to 
beeenttothe gold commissioner. Tho 
legislature whilst altering the form of 
notice did not change tiie act wherein it 
provided that where claims were record- 
ed with a mining recorder, adverse 
claims should be filed with the mining 
recorder. 

The owners of the Ajax and Treasure 
Vault filed their adverse claims in time 
with the gold commissioner pursuant to 
notice pablished, but did not file with 
the mining recorder of the district at 
New Denver. The owners of the Ajax 
and Treasure Vault instructed Mr. Mc- 
Arlhur to commence an action on the 
adverse claims, but, owing to accident 
and mistake, this was not done. 

However, negotiations for a settle- 
ment were proceeding throughout the 
time until it was seen that no binding 
agreeniem couid bo come to. The 
owners of the -Vjax and Treasure Vault 
then imido application to the court to 
extend the time notwithstanding the 
expiry of same to commence an action to 
sustain the adverse claims. 

Mr. Justice Drake holds that although 
the notice published may have misled 
the owners of the Ajax and Treasure 
Vault, yc!t there wiis the obligation to 
comply with the act in other respects, 
vi/. : To file the adverse claims with the 
-Miining recorder — citing particularly sec- 
tions 21 an<i 12t) of the act of 1891 , sec- 
tion 14 of the act <it 1892, and section 9 
of the act of 1893. Tho learned judge 
concludes with the following words: 
^ " Wliether or not notice is given tothc 
gold conimiBsioner it must bo given to 
the mining recorder of the district; this 
has not been done and no adverse claim 
can now be set up." 'The application 
for extension of time was therefore re- 
fused. 

An appeal will most probably be 
taken. Mr. A. E. McPbillips appeared

Nervous Prostration of the Defendant Neces- 
sitates a Week's Continuation— Police 
Mctb949 Att99k«d, 

In the provincial police court yester- 
day afternoon tho case of Mrs. I''lla 
Jones, of Saanich — the (drcumstances in 
which were related in Sunday's Cui.hn- 
IKT, was brought for hearing before Sti- 
pendiary Magistrate Macrae. Mr. Arclior 
Martin appeared for the accused and 
stated that she was suffering from acute 
nervous prrjatiallon, while Dr. Frank 
Hall toBttlled to the fact that she would 
be unable to appear for at least a week.
